Interview - Mark 


Coming to a new country to play football is never easy. To do it without your family for three 
months makes it even harder. But Olympic's newest recruit Mark Brennan has dealt with that and 
is ready to show the Australian soccer public all the experience that saw him make nearly 400 
appearances in the English Premier League and First Division. Dave Cooper caught up with Mark 
to discuss his move to Australia and learn more about his career in England. 

DC: Firsthy Mark, what brought you to Australia? 

MB: As you know I have just spent 12 months in China and | didn't fancy going back to England. 
I heard a little about Australia and I got in touch with Branko (Culina) and he invited me over to 
trial. | spent four to five weeks trialing and luckily | was able to convince him to sign me. 

DC: You mentioned above you played in China. How was that experience? 

MB: It was pretty difficult. It's not easy when only one or two of the players spoke any sort of 
English. Obviously it was bit of a culture shock going over and living over there and adapting 
to their culture. But despite all that I liked it and so did my wife for the short time she was actually 
there. It was a good experience. 

DC: You have spent a fair bit time away from your family. Did that make it more difficult for you 
while you have been here? 

MB: Obviously it was difficult being away from them for the 10 or so weeks I have been here but 
I had experienced it in China. But with everybody speaking English and a good set of lads in the 
team it made it that lit bit easier for me. 

DC: What has been your early impressions of Australian soccer and probably more importantly 
UTS Sydney Olympic? 

MB: To be honest really good. The style is a little different but | have been impressed so far. It 
helps that we have been winning, apart from the loss to Sydney United. I think that was our first 
loss in some 20 games, including pre-season games. Obviously I think we have a very good 
squad. We know we can play better which stands us in good stead for the future, knowing we 
can step up our game and hopefully we will gel together in the coming weeks. 

DC: Playing in summer is something different for you. Has the hot weather had an effect on you? 
MB: Obviously where not used to it coming from England. It is very similar to the weather in 
China. They tended to play in the evening sun but it was humid at that time. I'd rather play in the 
humidity than the blazing sun. We have trained a fair bit when it's around 25 degrees and it is 
quite difficult and does take a lot out of you. You just have to adapt and get on with it.

DC: You played at the top level in England. Tell us about your background? 

MB: I started at Ipswich Town, making my league debut just on 15 years ago. I spent 7 years at 
Ipswich. I didn't want to leave the club but | didn't get along with the manager and | left and he 
stayed. I moved to Middlesborough and had two seasons there when they were in the 
premiership. | then went to my boyhood team Manchester City and spent two years there and 
then spent years at Oldham Athletic. 

DC: What was your most memorable moment, playing in 
England? 

MB: I would say playing for Manchester City. They were the 
team that I supported as a kid and to play for them was a dream 
come true. | think we finished fourth one year I was there. | 
actually scored a couple of goals in one game that took us to the 
top of the league. That was a great feeling for me personally. 
DC: You represented England at Youth Level. What what is like 
for you, representing your country? 

MB: Obviously it was one of the highlights of my career. I think 
I played three or four times for the Youth team and four of five 
games for the U21's. Unfortunately I didn't make that step up to 
the full national team which would have been a great honour. 
DC: Who would you say was the best team and player you came 
up against? 

MB: That would have to be the Liverpool team of the early 
1980's. I think in 1983 when I made my debut they had Graeme 
Souness, Kenny Dalglish, Alan Hansen, Bruce Grobbelaar. It was 
just a team of about 13 to 14 internationals and they were in a 
class of their own. As for a player, that would have to be 
Souness. He had a superb football brain and was a hard man as 
well, 

DC: Your family has now joined you in Australia. It must be a great relief to have them here? 
MB: Yes it makes life a lot easier. They have been looking forward to coming and it's good they 
are finally here as a family again. 

DC: What sort of goals have you set for yourself? 

MB: Obviously the first one was to get a contract, which I was able to do. Having now been with 
the squad for sometime, I believe we have a good chance of a top six spot. That is the next aim 
and to be a part of that. Once we get to the finals obviously the next goal is to win the 
championship.
